March,  A.  D.  1914,  at  ten  o'clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act  on 
the  following  articles,  to  wit : — 

Article  i. — To  choose  a  Moderator  to  preside  at  said 
meeting. 

Art.  2. — To  choose  a  Clerk  for  the  year  ensuing. 

Art.  3. — To  see  if  the  town  will  accept  the  report  of  the 
Selectmen,  Assessors,  Overseers  of  Poor,  Supt.  of  Schools, 
School  Committee,  and  Fish  Commissioner. 

Art.  4. — To  choose  Selectmen,  Assessors,  Overseers  of 
Poor,  and  all  other  necessary  town  officers. 

Art.  5. — To  vote  compensation  of  Treasurer  and  Collec- 
tor. 

Art.  6. — To  see  what  mode  of  collecting  taxes  the  town 
will  adopt  in  regard  to  interest,  discount,  etc. 

Art.  7. — To  arrange  for  care  of  hearse  and  driving  of 
same. 
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Art.  8. — To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  to  collect 
the  amount  due  the  town  from  Jesse  Bailey,  Treasurer  for 
1906-07-08. 

Art.  9. — To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  to 
raise  for  free  Text-books  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Art.  10. — To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  to 
raise  for  Repairs  of  School  Houses  for  the  year  ensuing. 

Art.  11. — To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  to 
raise  for  payment  of  Tuition  of  scholars  attending  secondary 
schools  for  the  ensuing  year.

— To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  to 
raise  for  the  improvement  of  the  section  of  State  aid  road  as 
outlined  in  the  report  of  the  State  Highway  Commission,  in 
addition  to  the  amounts  regularly  raised  for  the  care  of 
Highways  and  Bridges.

— To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  to 
raise  for  the  purchase  of  a  set  of  weights  and  measures. 

Art.  27. — To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  to 
raise  to  cut  and  clear  the  bushes  from  the  highways,  and  in- 
struct the  Selectmen  to  see  the  owners  of  the  property  oppo- 
site and  hire  them,  or  make  the  best  trade  possible  to  clear 
and  burn  the  brush  opposite  their  premises,  and  if  they  can- 
not make  satisfactory  terms  they  are  to  let  it  remain. 

Art.  28. — To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  and  in- 
struct the  Selectmen  to  give  Hester  A.  Webb  a  deed  of  her 
wood-lot  which  was  taxed  to  Winfield  Webb  and  sold  for  the 
taxes,  she  to  pay  to  the  town  all  charges  and  interest  as  the 
law  allows. 
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Art.  29. — To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  against 
the  Maine  Central  R.  R.  in  regard  to  filling  right  of  way  to 
Town  Landing  at  Montsweag. 

Art.  30. — To  see  what  action  if  any  the  town  will  take  in 
regard  to  flowing  Nequasset  Pond  for  better  handling  and 
propagating  the  fish. 

Art.  31. — To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  change  the  road 
around  the  hill  west  of  Chopps  Creek  on  the  river  road. 

Art.  32. — To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  instruct  the 
School  Committee  to  maintain  schools  in  Districts  Nos.  7,  2, 
5  and  4. 

Art.  33. — To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  discontinue  the 
road  beginning  at  main  road  near  R.  F.  Rice's  house,  and 
ending  near  Main  Brook  on  Hedge  road. 

Art.  34. — To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen 
to  make  temporary  loans.

In  compliance  with  School  Laws,  the  following  report  of 
the  schools  for  the  year  1913  is  respectfully  submitted. 

Our  schools,  during  the  past  year,  have  been  well  conduct- 
ed, and  the  children,  under  the  care  and  faithfulness  of  good 
teachers,  have  shown  excellent  results.  One  of  the  worst 
defects  in  our  schools  is  in  reading,  only  a  few  good  readers 
are  to  be  found  in  any  school. 

The  flag  does  not  receive  the  honor  that  belongs  to  it  in 
some  of  the  schools ;  the  hoisting  arrangements  get  out  of 
repair,  and  the  flag  is  put  in  the  closet,  or  draped  in  the 
schoolroom. 

Each  school  has  one,  but  nearly  all  are  in  poor  condition.

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Report  of  the  Directors  of  the  People's 
Ferry  Co. 

Bath,  Maine,  February  i,  1914. 

To  the  Honorable  Selectmen  of  the  Town  of  Woohvich. 

Gentlemen  : — The  Directors  of  the  People's  Ferry  Com- 
pany herewith  submit  their  report  for  the  year  ending  Janu- 
ary 31,  1914. 

We  have  been  obliged  to  make  a  number  of  costly  repairs 
and  alterations,  which  were  found  absolutely  necessary. 

We  have  built  a  new  bridge-,  remodeled  and  enlarged  the 
pilot  house  and  installed  new  steering  wheels  of  a  larger  size 
than  those  formerly  in  use. 

The  engines  have  been  taken  down,  thoroughly  over- 
hauled, cylinders  bored  and  other  parts  repaired  and  ad- 
justed. 

The  boat  has  been  painted  throughout.  Repairs  have  also 
been  made  on  both  slips.  By  order  of  the  inspectors  a  new 
life  boat  has  been  purchased. 

By  means  of  two  thousand  ($2000)  dollars  furnished  by 
the  State  for  the  purpose  we  have  been  enabled  to  run  the 
boat  until  midnight  during  the  months  of  June,  July,  August 
and  September,  thus  each  day  giving  an  eighteen  hour  ser- 
vice which  we  think  has  been  appreciated  by  the  public. 

For  the  purpose  of  making  repairs  the  boat  was  laid  off 
for  two  weeks  in  April  and  five  days  in  November. 

The  unavoidable  sinking  of  the  Bath  slip  during  the  busy 
period  of  August  and  again  in  December,  with  the  very 
heavy  expense  of  raising  and  loss  of  revenue  while  the  boat 
was  out  of  commission,  emphasizes  the  necessity  of  a  differ- 
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ent  type  of  slip  than  that  now  in  use  and  we  recommend  that 
steps  be  speedily  taken  to  effect  such  change.  , 

The  accounts  of  the  Treasurer  have  been  audited  and
